. of SPARC & continued until 1973, when the job was divided & 
she continued as Treasurer until 1976. 
She was devoted & cared for her parents & husband until 
nA they passed away, A quiet, sentle, independent person; admired 
& loved by her many friends & employers, will be mreatly missed.

Naomi Reese Spence cane, with her parents, to St. Petersburg 
many years ago, from Ohio. She married WC, Spence-W47YT, known as 
"Spence" &, after many years of association with amateur radio & 
SPARG,, received her General Class License in July 1951, with the call 
of WHTDK (‘Torn Down Kilowatt"). Being a very ambitious person, she 
was not satisfied until she passed her Cfass A License in October 1952, 
which type license was discontinued in Decenber 1952 & is now Advance 
Class. 

Naoni'ts enthusiasm for amateur radio soon "caught on" to many 
XYLs & Finally, in November 1952, she started her first Code Class. 
She was responsible for the majority of the local YLs obtaining their 
licenses & gave unstintingly of her time, She could always find time 
& gladly checked out anyone before they visited the FCC to take their 
exam or help ony individual in any way possible to becone a "han", 

For many years, Naoni's favorite pastime was working 20 meter c.w.; 
fron which she had many rare DX QSL cards, Also worked 10 meters phone. 
However, Cctober 1954, Naomi's life changed when "Spence" joined the 
Silent Keys. After a period of adjustment, she took a course to brush 
up on her shorthand & finally accepted a job, as Legal Secretary & 
Bookkeeper for Snelling & Dadswell, Attys. Up to the time of her 
passing, she worked for Nelson, Beckett, Nelson & Thomas, Attys. for 
18 years, 

Tn November of 1954, “4TDK was instrumental in organizing the 
local YL Club-"SPARCYLS" (St, Petersburg Amateur Radio Club YLS), of 
which she was the first President. During her year, she piloted the 
small courageous group of 5 licensed YLs, through the first 4th Dis- 
trict YLRL Convention, held in conjunction with the 1955 S.%. ARRL 
Convention, sponsored by SPARC, in St, Petersburg, SPARCYLS was, by 
the way, the first YL Club to organ‘ze in the State of Florida & the 
"mother" of the Floridoras, 

When SPARG-GAP's Editor & originator, W4C7%7-Dick Seeds joined 
the Silent Keys in 1955, Naoni & W4&BAV-Cathy persuaded W4!PF-Marvin 
Kaniss to act as Editor, with then as ghost writers, They burnt the 
midnight oil many.week-ends, conpiling the Bulletin & their identity 
was not revealed until 1957. So Naoni was really the “ditor until 
1963, when W4OK-Jack Adays was persuaded to take it over, 

At the SPART Hamfest, in 1958, “aomi was: awarded a plaque which 
read: "1958 Award of merit..SPARC...Naoni Spence-W4TNK..In apprecia- 
tion of outstanding. .Service to Anateur Radio Code Classes," Resides 
Code Glasses, participation in all Club activities, Naovi wos in 
charge of the Registration Desk at all Hamfests. 

July 1964, W4PP-Marvin, Secty/freas, of SPARC, joined the Silent 
Kevs quite suddenly. 4TIK cane to the aide of SPARS & took over the 
job, which she held until 1973, when the job was divided & Naomi con- 
tinued as Treas. until 1976, when she resigned. 

Besides being a memher of SPARC & SPARCYLS, she belonged to the 
ARRL: YLRL: Royal Order of “Youff Hons; Floridora YLS; “Nat'l, Lesal 
Secty.; St. Petersburg Shapter of Lesal Sectv. She held G.P, 20 wpm; 
Rag Chewers; “louff "ons; Breeze Shooters; SPARC & Floridora Certifi- 
cates, 

Naomi Lived alone at 420-44th Ave, N.7. She Leaves her Sister- 
in-law, Vircinia Reese Cher Brother passed away -severnl years 270) & 
2 nephews: Janes & Tom, She will be sadly missed & we extend our 
heartfelt synpathy to her fanily.

IF YOU THINK YOU HAVE TVI TROUBLES, READ THIS : 


Guglielmo Marconi needed police protection from people who threaten- 
ed to kill him because they thought his radio waves were harmful. The 
frightened people complained that the radio signals were passing thru 
their bodies and making it impossible for them to sleep. A wealthy 
woman charged that the waves made her feet itch.A German man pu- 
blicly made plans to go to England and shoot Marconi but he was turn- 
ed away by British authorities. 
The hostility toward the inventor came after years of being ignored. 
In 1894, the 20 year old electronic pioneer coaxed his crude equipment 
to send a signal a few feet across his room. Next year his signals span- 
ned the length of his father's home in Bologna, Italy. When Marconi pat - 
riotically offered his invention to the Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, 
he was snubbed. 
Marconi packed up his equipment, and with his Irish mother, sailed to 
England. Surely, he thought, the worlds greatest maritime power could 
use ship-to-shore communications. British customs officials ignored 
his frantic efforts to explain that his radio was not a bomb. The delicate 
instrument was damaged by their forcing it open. 
The following year a family friend helped him gain the attention of the 
British Postal authorities and he demonstrated that he could send a 
signal from the General Post Office to a nearby building. The press and 
public showed no interest in the feat. 
Marconi then constructed a bamboo tower that thrust his transmitter 
90 feet into the air and sent his wireless signals nearly two miles. He 
‘had built something too big to be ignored and the press took notice. 
Years later, he sadly observed, "The calm life is over." 
The publicity aroused fears in a previously indifferent public about the 
possible harmful effects of radio waves. A flood of crank mail - some 
containing threats on his life - came pouring in. Guarded by police, 
Marconi moved his operation to Wales in 1897.Soon he was transmitt- 
ing signals out 25 miles, then to 150, and in 1901 had spanned the ocean 
with his wireless signals. 
It was more than two years after this that the public outcry diminished 
enough for Scotland Yard to withdraw the po}ice guards protecting the 
man who developed radio for the world.

At last meeting, January 20, our annual budget was approved 
by the membership as proposed in last ronth's SPaxC GAP. kembershinp 
dues are rolling in nicely, so it looks like we are on sound footing 
financially. However, if you have not peid your 1978 dues, you should 
do so real soon in order to be listed in this year's roster. 


At the Miami Hamboree, January 21, we were fortunate to find 
a good 60 watt Prog. Line transmitter strip for $25. It is now a 
spare for the repeater. ‘ie also bought two 5894 tubes, finals for 
our 80 watt strip, and 3 touch tone pads. 


Public Service events are the big items this time of the year. 
The nation-wide Simulated Emergency Test (S.2.T.) took place on 
January 28 and 29. Pinellas County Radio amateurs resnonded 
splendidly. We estimate 1£0 stations were active. we count i13 
stations with one of the hig groups not yet reporting. Some 600 
or 700 messages were hancled by the Pinellas Emergency Net ( PEN) 
with its various branches. Bill Johnson, wWB44LH, our SEC, started 
things off Saturday morning by simulating hurricane Evelyn crossing 
Florida from Fort Pierce to Venice. The Southern Florida Bmer gency. 
Net (SFEN) was called into simulated emergency session, first on 
3940 KHz then 7247 KHz. East Coast soon lost all power, and then 
West Coast, so only emergency-powered stations could be on the air. 
Were you one of them? Don't be caught without emergency power next 
time! 


On Sunday, Pinellas County was in simulated emergency conditions 
with Evelyn churning the Gulf waters 150 miles off shore. We had 
simulated telephone and power failures with some flooding. The 
Pinellas Emergency Net was active on SP.RC Repeater 147.66/147.06, 
Metro Repeater 147.96/147.36, TBRA Largo repeater 146.37/146.97, 
FGARC Largo Repeater 223.54/224.94 and Ten lieters 28,720 KHz. SFEN 
continued in session, passing considerable Red Cross traffic. Upper 
Pinellas chapter was manned by CARS, while South Pinellas chapter was 
manned by SPARC. TFinellas County hospitals were manned (16 of them) 
and actively generating traffic, as well as a few nursing homes, 
Civil Lefense, Fire and Folice Departments. A good work-out was had 
by all. and it was fun, too! 


Fublic service events coming up are Southland Regatta, Feb. 18, 
with communications by SPaRC managed by K4NAN, LPGA tournament Feb. 
17 thru 19, communications managed by WA4FEN, and Festival of States 
april 4 and 8, wa4FEN representing Sun Coaster, as usual, and our 
President, “4GPL taking personal charge of SFARC participation. 
Contact him for your spot in Night Parade, Day Parade or both. Be 
sure your rig is working on the frequency to be used: 147.66/147.06 
for First Aid stations, 146.49 for Golf Carts and 223.66 for Courtesy 
Busses. .

The Saturday night special is a person, not a handgun, Society needs 

to be protected from the person, and one of the best protections against 
the Saturday night special is a good, clean and safe handgun. It matters 
not the cost of the weapon, it matters not the engraving thereon, it 
matters not the length of the barrel, it matters not its melting point, 
it matters not the material of the handles. 


It matters that it is an effective weapon that is safely constructed 
and can shoot where it is aimed and will safeguard the shooter and those 
he seeks to protect against the Saturday night special. 


The use of handguns is a.'moral' issue. Moral persons use their weapons 
in a safe and moral manner. Likewise, the criminal abhors looking down 
the barrel of a handgun, and the prospect of doing so makes him a sudden 
moral man-at least for a moment or two. Even the sociopathic personality 
will think twice with a pistol in his face. 


It matters that a handgun can make loud’ noises to deter the Saturday 
ight special, (A hole in the wall is preferable to crime in the home. ) 


It matters that the handgun is carried easily and with complete safety, 
it matters that the handgun owner knows the seriousness of gun handling, 
and it matters that the handgun owner is a moral and responsible person, 


Sources close to the White House say the Carter Administration anti-gun 
bill has received approval and will be dispatched to the Congress early 
in next year's session, With this bill, the whims of the Secretary of 
Treasury could drastically alter the lives of anyone in the country 

who now lawfully owns and uses firearms. The bill is loaded with much 
more than 'gun control' and should be studied by all. 


The time to defeat this initiative is now. The time to inform our fellow 
Americans of the dangers of gun control is now. And, the time to recognize 
that percentage-wise, the number of guns used in crimes is infinitesimal, 
is now. 


AMERICANS MUST REALIZE that the real purpose of the Second Amendment 

of the U.S. Constitution was to give the citizen the means of protect- 
ing himself from the armed might of the United States should it ever 

be used to control the citizenry. This is the amendment that says that a 
well-regulated militia is necessary to a 'free' people and that the 
government shall be forever prohibited from infringing upon the right 

of the citizens to keep and bear arms.

Elmo W. Philips, W6SX, has submitted the following information regard- 
ing the expression ''73". 
The traditional expression ''73" goes right to the beginning of the land- 
line telegraph days. It is found in some of the earliest editions of the 
numerical codes, each with a different definition, but each with the same 
idea in mind -- it indicated that the end, or signature, was coming up. 
But there is no data to prove that any of these were used. 
The first authentic use of 73 is in the publication, The National Tele- 
graph Review and Operator's Guide, first published in April 1857. At 
that time, 73 meant ''My love to you!" Succeeding issues of this publi- 
cation continued to use this definition of the term. Curiously enough, 
some of the other numericals then used have the same definition now 
that they had then, but within a short time, the use of 73 began to change 
In The National Telegraph Convention, the numeral was changed from 
the Valentine-type sentiment to a vague sign of fraternalism. Here 73 
was a greeting, a friendly "word" between operators and it was so used 
on all wires. 
In 1859, the Western Union Company set up the standard "92 Code". A 
list of numerals from one to 92 was compiled to indicate a series of 
prepared phrases for use by the operators on the wires. Here, in the 92 
Code, 73 changes from a fraternal sign to a very flowery "accept my 
compliments, '' which was in keeping with the florid language of that era. 
Over the years from 1859 to 1900, the many manuals of telegraphy show 
variations of this meaning. Dodge's The Telegrap Instructor shows it 
merely as "Compliments". The Twentieth Century Manual of Railway 
and Commercial Telegrahy defines it in two ways, one listing as " my 
compliments to you" but in the glossary of abbreviations it is merely 
"compliments", Theodore A, Edison's Telegraphy Self-Taught shows a 
return to "accept my compliments". By 1908, however a later edition of 
the Dodge Manual gives us today's definition of "best regards" with a 
backward look at the older meaning in another part of the work where 
it also lists it as "compliments". 
"Best regards" has remained ever since as the "put-it-down-in-black- 
and-white" meaning of 73, but it has acquired overtones of much warm- 
er meaning. Today, amateurs use it more in the manner that James Reid 
had intended that it be used -- a "friendly word between operators." 
The above via X-Mitter, Penn Wireless Assn. , publication.

Although we have run this new number before I think it bears repeating 
under the above history of "73", The number ''76" means God Bless 
You. Dear friend of mine, there is no way. ..In which I could address 
you...With more sincerity of heart...Than just to say God bless you... 
My words could wish that all your cares. . . Would be a little lighter...

TO THE COMPLAINANT 


Receipt is acknowledged of your letter reporting interference to television reception which you 
believe to be caused by an amateur station located at the above address. 


Amateur radio stations are licensed under the authority of the Commission to communicate with 
other amateurs and to transmit signals or energy for other purposes, using certain specified groups of 
frequencies, which normally do not interfere with other radio services. If, however, a receiver such as 
a television receiver is located in close proximity to the amateur station, it is possible that signals 
from the amateur station may be picked up by the receiver even though it is tuned to an entirely different 
frequency. Experience has shown that this condition, when it exists, is in general attributable to the 
basic design of the receiver in question - the result of an engineering design compromise inherent in 
many present day television receivers. 


The method of elimination or alleviation of interference will depend to some extent upon the frée- 
quency in use by the interfering station. Inability of a television receiver to reject signals from a nearby 
station operating on a frequency lower than television frequencies, and not having spurious emissions on 
television frequencies, éan usually be corrected by installing a high-pass filter at the television receiver. 
The amateur’s assistance should be solicited and adjustments made on a cooperative basis. It is sug- 
gested that you advise the manufacturer or dealer from whom the receiver was purchased concerning this 
difficulty, in order that the assistance of his engineering staff may be brought to bear upon this problem, 


The amateur station licensee concerned is being requested to carefully check his equipment and 
to make any adjustments that may be needed to assure that he is operating in accordance with the term: 
of his license as well as good engineering practice and that no spurious signals are being radiated. The 
Commission will require that the amateur comply with its rules and regulations, and that he Suppress any 
emissions on television channels, but whenever the fault is at the receiver only, and not at the amateur 
station, the interference can be eliminated only at the receiver. 


TO THE AMATEUR 3 


Cooperation by both the amateur licensee and the complainant is of prime importance in the 
solution of television or other interference problems involving amateur stations. An amateur who receives 
a complaint should advise the complainant that he is eager to seek a mutually satisfactory solution to the 
problem. It is appropriate to explain that there are numerous sources of possible interference; however, 
if prearranged tests show that the transmitter is at fault, prompt action is required in making adjustments 


or changes necessary in order to comply strictly with the Commission's rules governing the Amateur Radio 
Service, >
